The 
protest forced cancellation of 
Dow recruiting interviews on 
the campus. 

Today’s demonstrators, num- 
bering about 60, moved into 
the administration building 
shortly after a news confer- 
ence attended by about 300 
persons at ivihich a spokesman 
for the Students' for a Demo- 
cratic Society, Richard Sav- j 
age, 21, of West Hartford, de- 
manded amnesty. '
